jeſtic, as the neceſlary eviapremens requilic

And therfore firſt I will deliuer the jntene 
and ſcope ot the project : Which was onely 
to preſent the figure of thoſe bleſſings, with 
the wiſh of their cncreaſe and continuance, 
which this mightie kingdome now enioyes 
by the benefit of his moſt gratious Maicitic, 
þy whom we haue this glory of peace, \with 
the acceſhon of ſo great ſtate & power. A.nd 
roexpreflethe ſame, there were deviſed 12. 
Goddeſles, vnder whoſe Images tornier 
times haue repreſented the ſcuerall gifts of 
heauen,andereRted Templcs, Altars, & Fi- 
gures vntothem, as vnro diuine powers, in 
the ſhape & name of women, As vnto /«r0 
the Goddeſle of Empire & regnorum preſedi, 
they attribured that bleſſing of power, To 
Pallas, wiſedome and detence : to Fenwe, 
louc & amirie : to Yeſfa, Religion: to Diana, 
the giftof Chaſlitie: ro Proſerpina riches : to 
Macaria, felicitic eto Concordia, the vnion of 
hearts. Aſtres, Iuſtice: Flora, the beauties of 
the earth, Ceres plentic, To Tethw power by 
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| 
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of Bedford, 
And though theſc Images have oftentjmes 
diuers Gonibcnibe, yetit being notourpure 
poleto repreſent them, withall thoſe curi- 
ous and ſuperfluous obſeruations, we tooke 
themonly to ſeruc as Hicrogliphicqs for our 
preſent inteation, according to ſome one 
property that ntted our occalto,withoutob-. 
ſcruing other their miſticall interpretations, 
wherein the Authors themlclues are fo irri-. 
gular & confuſed, as the beſt Mytheologers, 
who wil make ſomewhat to ſeem any thing, 
arc ſo vnfaithful rathemſclues, as they haue 
left vsnacertain way atall, buta mac ofc6- 
fuſton to take our courſe at aduenture. And 
thertore owing no homage to their intricate 
obſeruations, we were ck atlibertie to rake 
noather knowledge ot them, then fittedour 
preſent purpoſe,nor were tyed by any lawes 
of Heraldry to rangeth& otherwiſe in their 
precedencies,then they fell out to ſtand with 
thenatureof the matter in hand. Andin 
thele caſes it may well ſeeme ingeneroſum a. 
pere ſolum ex rommentarys quaſi maierk nuen- 
ts induſtrie notre vii precluſertt , quaſi in nobus 
off ata ſit vis nature, nihil ex ſeparere , or that 
there can be nothing done authenticall, yn- 
les we obſcrue al the ſtritrules of the booke.

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And therefore we tooke their apteſt re- 
preſentations that lay beſt and eaſieſt for vs. 
And firſt preſented the Hieroglephicq of 
Empire & dominion, as the ground & mart. 
ter whereon this glory of State is built. Then 
thoſe bleſſings , and beauties that preſerue 
and adorne it: As armed policie, loue, Reli- 
gion, Chaſtitic, wealth, happineſſe, Con- 
cord, Iuſtice, floriſhing ſeaſons, plentie: and 
laſtly power by ſea,as troimbound and circle 
this greatnes of dominion by land. 

And to this purpoſe were theſe Goddeſles 
thus preſented in their proper & ſeuerall at- 
tyres, bringing in their hands the particular 

gures of their power which they gaue to 
the Temple of Peace, erected vp6 4. pillars, 
— the 4. Vertues that ſupported a 
Globe ofthe earth. 

Firſt [wn in a $kic-colour mantle imbro- 
dered with gold, and figured with Peacocks 
feathers, wearinga Crowne of golde on her 
Head, preſents a Sceprer. 

2 Palls(which was the perſon her Maie- 
ftic choſe to repreſent) was attyred ina blew 
mantle, with a filuer imbrodery ofal weap6s 
and _— of war, with a helmet-drefling

It was deuiſed that the Night repreſented in 
a 
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a blacke veſture cr with Starres, ſhould ariſe 
from belowe,, and come towards the y 

end of the Hall: there to waken her fonne 
Somnus, {lceping in his Caue, as the Proem 
to the Viſio, Which Figures when they are 
thus preſented in humane bodyes, as all 
Vertucs, Vices, Paſhons,Knowledges, and 
whatſocuer Abftracts elſe in imaginatis6 are, 
which we wuuld make viſible, we produce 
themvſing humane ations, & eucn Sleepe it 
{clic (which might ſceme 1mproperly to ex- 
erci'c waking motions) hath beene often 
ſ:wed vs in that manner, with ſpeech and 
geſture, Asforexample:

Which as ſoone as ſhee had ended, the 
three Grares 1a filyer Robes with white 
Toichcs. appcarcd onthe topot the monun- 
taine, deicendins nand in hand before the 
Geddcilcs; who likewiſe tollowed three 
and three, as in a number dedicated vnto 
Sanctiticandan incorporeall nature, where. 
as the Dwal, Hicroghphice pro immudjs acciphs 
tur, And betwceene cuery ranke of Goddel- 
ſes, marched three Torch-bearers in the like 
{euerall colours, thcir heads and Robes all 
' dee with Starrcs, andin their deſcending, 
the Cornets fitting in the Concaves of the 
- Mountainc,and ſcene but tortheir breſts, in 
the habit ot Satyres, (ofided a ſtately March, 
which continued vnull the Goddeſſes were 
approached jult before the Temple, & then 
ceaſed, when the Conſort Muſicke (placed 
in the Capuls thereof, out of light) began : 
whereuntothe z. Graces retyring themſclues 
aſide, lang, whylcs the Goddcfics one after 
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an other with ſolemne pace aſcended vp in« 
tothe Temple,and deliucring their preſents 
to the Sybulla (as it were butin paſſing by) 
returned downe into the midſt of the Hall, 
preparing themſclues to their dance, which 
(aſſoon as the Graces had ended their Song) 
they began to the Muſicke of the Violls and 
Lutes,placed on one {ide of the Hal. Which 
dice bcing pertormed with great maieſty & 
Art, conſiſting of divers ſtrains, fram'd vnto 
motiss circular,ſquare, triagular, with other 
| proporti6s exceeding rare & tullof variety, 
the Goddeſſes made a pawſe, caſting them- 
ſelues intoa circle, whilſt the Graces _— 
ſang rothe Muſicke of the Temple,and pre- 
pated to rake our the Lords to daunce. With 
|  wh6Gafterthey hadperformed certain Mea» 
| ſures, Galliards and Curranto's, /r# againe 
|  comesand giucsnotice of their pleaſure to 
| depart: wholc ſpeech ended,they drew th&+ 
| ſeluesagaine into another ſhort dance, with 
ſome few pleaſantchanges, ſtill retyring the 
toward the foore of the Mountaine, which 
they aſcended in þ ſame maner as they came 
| Fdowne, whileſt the Cornets taking their 
Notes f16 the ceaſing ofthe Muſick below, 
loundcd another delightfull Marche. 


And 
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Andthus Madame, haue Ibricfly deli. 
uered, both che reaſon and manner of this 
Maske; as well to ſatisfie the deſire of thoſe 
who could not well note the cariage of 
theſe paſſages, by reaſon (as I ſayd) the pre- 
ſent pompe and ſplendor entertain'd them 
otherwiſe (as that which is moſt regardfull 
intheſe Shewes) wherein (by the vaparriall 
opinion of all the beholders Strangers and 
others) it was not inferiour to the beſt that 
ever was preſented in Chriſtendome : as 
alſo to giue vp my accouiit hereof vnto your 
Honour, whereby I might cleere the recke- 
ning of any imputation that might be layd 
ypon your iudgement, for preferring ſuch a 


one, to her Ma1rzsr1 = in this imploy-. 


ment, as could giueno reaſon for what was 
done. 

And forthe captious Cenſurers, I regard 
not what they can ſay, who commonly can 
dolictlc cls but ſay; andittheir _ iudges 
ments euer ſcrue them to 'n uce any 
thing, they muſt ſtand on the ſame Stage of 
Cenſure with other men,and peraduenture 
performe no ſuch great wonders as they 
would make vs belecue : and I comfort my 


ſelfe in this, that in Court I know not any, 
vnder 
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vader bim, who ads the gteateſt partes)that 
is not obnoxious to enuic, &afſiniſter inters 
pretation. And whoſocuerftriues to ſhewe 
moſt witabout theſe Puntillos of Dreames 
and ſhowes, ate ſure ficke of a diſcaſe they 
cannot hide, & would faine hate the world 
rothinke them very deeply learned in all mi« 
' ſteries whatſoeuer. And peraduenture they 
thinke themſclues ſo, which if they doe, 
they are in afarre worſe caſe then they ima« 
pine; Now poteſt non indocius eſ5e qui ſe dece 
tum credis. Andlet vs labourto ſhew neuet 
ſo muchskill or Art, our weakneſſes and ig- 
norance will be ſcene, whatſocuercouering 
wee caſt ouet it. And yet in theſe matters 
of ſhewes ( though they bee that which 
moſt enterraine the world) there riceds no 
ſuchexaR ſufficiency in this kind. For, Lad:t 
iſts animus non proficit. And therefore, Ma» 
dame, I wil no longer idlely hold you there- 
in,butrefer you to the ſpeeches,8& ſo to your 
berter dclights,'as one who muſt euer ac« 
knowledge my ſelfc eſpecially bound vnto
